On our recent outing to Alum Cliffs, Mrs Mollison found an 
unusual fern in a moist gully. It proved on examination to be 
an Asplenium trichomanes, 

We also found some fungi including puff-balls. The area was 
predominantly covered by Beyeria viscosa, with many Bursaria 
spinosas and Dodonea viscosas also present. of particular note 
were the beautiful old lichen-covered banksias at the Kingston 
end of the track,
